T H E hiltory of iingliih literature has not 
afforded an inflance of fuch oppofition of 
opinion am onj individuals, is th« ilyle of 
Adjitfon when compared with that of John- 
fon. A brict' account of the probable cauf­ 
es, which confpiritl to producc tbef? jarring 
fentimcnts, will form the prclent inquny. 


The two or three reigns iminediately pre­ 
ceding that of Queen Anne, had produced 
uieo paiT.ilt:»g all the acute and energetic 
powers of the human mind. 
A Bacon had 
furniihed the fcaffolding, whence the moft 
magnificent and durable ftruilure of the 
fyftein of the Univeifc, founded on the 
eternal laws of nature, was to be railed by 
the immortal 
Newton, and a Locke had 
taught men to dare to think* 


The wits in the 
reign of th« fecond 
Charles were not inferior to any which fuc- 
ceeded them ; the pulpit explained the words 
of eternal life in a tone of eloquence, with a 
depth and energy of reafoning not furpalfed 
by any age or nation ; and the harmony of 
verfe, under 
the 
varied and modulating 
c»dences of Dryden, gave a new cbara&er 
to our poetry. 
T h e mind of man had at­ 
tained its full vigour, and eafe and elegance 
of exprefllon alone teemed wanting in either 
verfe or profe. 
Pope gave the lall finiita to 
the fmoothneft of rhyme, and it was lefc to 
the tafte of Addilon, to give the final touches 
to our profe, when our language appeared to 
have received its laft 
polifh. 
les charms 
were fo powerful under the mailerly hand of 
the latter, that a general love of books was 
d'flu fed over the nation, and its effe&s in a 
feries of periodical eiTays, iV.emed to poiTcfs 
all the bliindifhments of magic, through all 
ranks of life, male as well as female. 
Such 
was the (fate of literature at the commence­ 
ment of the lafl reign, and England was juit- 
ly acknowledged by the furrounding nations, 
as the great teacher of moral wifJom, wh*n 
a new candidate arofe of gigantic endow­ 
ments, who claimed from his countiy freih 
evidences of its regard : a genius, fuperior in 
imellctt, to his accompliihed predcceffor,aud 
not inferior in acquirements, who introduc­ 
ed a phrafeology new as it was forcible, and 
in accuracy and precifioii furpafling even tl>e 
rnanly vigour of Dryden. 
But while foreign 
lands were enlightened by the acknowledged 
i'uperiority of our taleuts, as ethic writers, a 
difpute arofe. at home, concerning the refpec- 
tive merit of the two ftylcs, and the admirers 
of each argued in defence of their favourite, 
with all the rancour of implacable difputants. 
The generation of Addifou had not yet pailYd 
away ; the partiality acquired in their early 
youth, f«r their favourite, was f.mdliosu-d by 
the judgTH'Tit of nuturer age, and the force of 
habit confirmed this fondnefs for thc-ir fiifl 
inil udtor. 
Their children too, avcic taujjht 
to admire what they daily heard praifed j and, 
in proceia of time, e».in their progeny was 
‘i»fe£lrd with ihr. epidemic of juiUy-merited 
admiration. 
Nor was this all ; Addtlon, a 
Chiiitian in praiticc as well as precept, while 
he lived» aiforded an example in his death, 
viinch changed admiration for the writer into 
revcrci>ce f>r the faint ; and che moft rxalird 
.plnlofopiiers of Greece anvl Horne, whole 
names were handed down in blazoned triumph 
top dlcriiy, faded in the coiDpsiiion. 
but a 
connderaul- riuniber of thefe lad* the grand­ 
children of the contemporaries of Add.fon, 
had acquired i: portion of fcif fudiciency from 
th»* writings ol his rival, and many, who pof- 
f'iTcd only a moiety of the talents.of iheir 
chirr tefchrr. b<*gan t<> critic*fc his ilyie, and 
to btftow upon it the epithets of feeble and 
im'rl.

H e r e in * 
ed to ftand alone^ on the theaireofour worli, 
as a giant of forbidding and turbulent afpet\, 
with uplifted arm, to f;nit* ft ones unufed t4 
afTault. 
Yet was his heart generous 
kn.d, 
and lorgiving. 
Fearlcfs, Ardent, perfcrer~ 
ing, anxious, unremitting^ he encountered 
error in »11 its fhapes, and he gave a death* 
blow to afTr&atinn wherever he found it—a 
ha tore th* ma& of falfehood from biowA 
where it had grown venerable from the fane* 
tion of ageaj and vice trembled at hia ap<* 
proack iu all her lurking pUces. 
Juch was 
Johnfon. 


Thus, OruggHng with two bf the greateft 
eviUi poverty and difeafe, he fcarCely oprn* 
ed upon his contemporariea, in a faint ¿alii 
of intelleAual light, when the fuuflnne that 
ufiiered him in prepired a clofe, which waa 
to doom him to perpetual oblivion. But not 
to— clouds and darkutifs only gave additional 
iplendonr to his rays, when the hour arrived 
that I)« burft forth like the fun in a foggy 
morning, chafing the vapours cf night beforo 
him ; teaching tiun at of*ce how to think* 
and how to live. 
Let not the admirers 
Addilon imagine this pi ¿lure overcharged { 
he waa the dawn that ufhercd in the day- 
prime of Johnfon, and his eafy and elegant 
conspefuions fmoothec the W3y for the ener­ 
gy and compaft vigour of rxprcifion, which 
alone was equal to iuhHantiate the images c>C 
the former^ a\id clothe the profundity of hia 
thoughts in becoming attire. 
Had J ihnfon 
lived anterior to Addifon, his reader* would 
have been confined to the flndes of academic 
groves, 
and hia works, like the immortal 
poem of Milton, would have been doomed to 
*' rteal ita way, in filent progrefs,” to after- 
time«. 


Something of what the language wai ita 
the time of Dryden, making the proper al­ 
lowances for the acquifitiona it had received 
at different periods, Johnfon found in hi» 
own, and he enriched it, as the former had 
done before him, with new energira of fpeech* 
and new combinations of rx; reffton, he gavo 
to it a copioufuefs and grandeur beyond that 
of any modern tongue ; and, though it he 
capable of Hill new auxiliarica, yet he whoi 
may with to acquire a name by a fancied im­ 
provement upon the fublime and lofty ityla 
of Johnfon, or thinks that he can givo 
greater eafe and fimplicity to the graces of 
Addilon, will be in danger of fwclling intn 
bombaft, or finking into iniipidity \ whil® 
a happy medium may be formed from both. 


T o thofe who are.fond of literary diiqui- 
iition» of this kind, a mor.* particular in- 
Veiln^ation of the merits of th- two men, at 
writers, as well as a more minute descrip­ 
tion of their c'»*r; i\rr 2, may n » 
b* un C- 
crptable : it may allY* t .« ». tu? 7!r*aIota for 
both to confider each othfr with more kind- 
nefs of regard, when they are led to refledfc 
that tafte, as an appetite, dors not diffei* 
more, in men of equal bodily health, than 
intelle&ual doei in men of the fame under- 
(Hndings, and that, wnen either i* put into 
the balance of opinion, each will value hia 
own iiandard aa the true cri terion. 


It has been already obftrved. that th * 
flate of literature, when Addifon began liia 
career as a periodical contributor to the re­ 
public of Utters, was favourable to the |>lar\ 
he propofed to purfue ; a plan which h * 
borrowed from the Italians— fatiifud with 
the bcnefieial effett th?y had produced ©It 
the poftarity of th»: ancient Romana# and 
encouraging the hope that a fimilar fact eft 
would crown hisendeavours in his own coun­ 
try. 
He could not but be confcious that he 
was eminently qualified to ihine in the new 
chara&er he was about to aliume. 
T o ai 
very uncommon portion of wit and humour^ 
he united ftudy and application ; he had ac­ 
quired a knowledge* of courts, aa he had o€ 
men, not from book*, but from his own pil­ 
fer vation. 
He had made the modern as f a ­ 
miliar to him as the dead languapM,’ and he 
was a complete nufler of both. 
To crown 
the whole, and that no grade might be want­ 
ing to give a finifli to hia attainments, 
hr 
united to all bis other arcomplifhment« the 
advantages of travel.— Thus gifted he pre- 
fcnted hunfclf, as a moral inftru&or, to hi* 
admiring countrymen, and the t ffeft of hi* 
endeavours, upon their manners and morals» 
was unexampled. 


Happily, p-’rhaps, for hia country*, and 
the h*t.or of cur language, his invincible 
baflifuhiefs pr#veoteu Hmo from diirn ^nifh-

T H E hillory cf Englifh Ii cerat ure has not 
afforded an in fan te of fuch oppofition of 
opinion among mdividualf, is the Kyle of 
Addition when compared with that of John-

A brief account of the probable ciuf- 
rs, which cnnfpiml to produce thef? jarring 
fentimcnts, will form the prefent inqunyr. 
T he two or three reign* immediately pre- x 
ceding that of Queen Anne, had produced 
tneo puff ffi'ig all the acute and energetic 
pollers of the human mind. 
A Bacon had 
iurniihed the fcaffolding, whence the mort 
magnificent and durable llrufture of the 
fyftrtn of the U riv tifs , founded on 
the 
eternal laws of nature, wa* to be railed by 
the immortal 
Newton, and a Locke had 
taught men to dare to think* 
The wit* in the 
reign 
of the fecond 
C hilies were not inferior to any which fuc- 
ceeded them ; the pulpit explained the words 
of eternal lite in a tone of eloquence, with a 
depth and energy of rcafoning not furpatred 
by acy age or nation ; and the harmony of 
verfe, ut.der 
the 
varied 
and 
modulating 
cadences of Dryden, give a new cbara&cr 
to our poetry. 
The mind of man had at­ 
tained its lull vigour, and cafe and elegance 
of exprelfitfn alette kerned wanting in either 
verfc or profe. 
Pope gave the laift finilb to 
the fmoothnefs of rhyme, and it was left to 
the tafte of Addiion, to give the final touche* 
to our profe, when our Ungusge appeared to 
have received its lift 
polilh. 
Its charms 
were Co powerful under the roaflerly hand of 
the latter, that a general love of books was 
d (Tofed over the nation, and its ffTclls in a 
ferie* of periodical cflTays, fee.lied to po He fs 
all the bUndiOiments of magic, through ail 
ranks of life, male as well as female.

was the Bate of literature at the commence­ 
ment of the lafl reign, and England was |uil­ 
ly acknowledged by the Surrounding nations, 
as the gre*t teacher of moral wifJoin, wb*n 
a new candidate arofe of gigantic endow­ 
ments, who claimed from his cuuntiy frcfh 
evidences of its regard : a genius, fuperior in 
intellect, to his accompanied predcceffor,and 
not inferior in acquirements, who introduc­ 
ed a phrafr.olugy new as it was forcible, and 
in accuracy aud precifioii furpafling even the 
manly vigour ol Dryden. 
But while foreign 
lands w ire enlightened by the acknowledged 
iuperiority of our talents, as ethic writers, a 
d fpute arole, at home, concerning the refpec- 
tive merit of the two ftyles, and the admirers 
of each argued in defence of their favourite, 
with all the rancour of implacable difputants.

end to his periods, thofe of inflated, pompous, 
and aflV&ed, when a better acquaintance 
with tht improvements of which our flyle 
was iufceptiblc, might have taught them 
that what is technical is not seceffarily pe> 
dantic, nor that which is nervous and point­ 
ed, elaborate; juft aa tittle as that which 
moves with dignified and meafured pace 
is 
Inflated and pompous, or that folemnity is 
lffe&ation. 
It mull be allowed that John- 
fon, like Milton, if really he had the power, 
which may be jullly quellioned. never pra&if- 
td the art of giving grace to trifles, though 
no man, ancient or modern, poflVfTed the ta­ 
lents like him, of e x trs& in g morality from 
every incident of life, and every appearance 
in nature. 
H e Teemed to delight more in 
ratiocination, than fenfarion — to trace the 
growth of reafon, than the progrtfi of psf* 
fion. 
Hence he preferred Brength of argu­ 
ment to the perfutfivts of Tenement : but it 
ii to be feared that a more powerful incentive 
to cenfure and which more 
frequently per­ 
vert! the judgement than ii willingly allow­ 
ed, an incentive which lies deep in human 
nature, had its Am e with the opponents of 
Johnfon. 
There is a malignity in the mind 
o f man, which gathers flrength from 
grey 
hairs, which kindles into a blats of acrimony 
when inveterate prejudices are attacked, and 
life would foonerbe given up than part with 
them. 
H e , in whom long admiration has 
begat fandnefa, will be unwilling to be con­ 
vinced that his fondnrfa and admiration has 
been fomeiiuiea nnlplaced. 
Thus it fares 
with a favourite author, aa with a favourite 
miftrefs : having fixed our choice on an un­ 
worthy one, 
we blufli to acknowledge it 
even to ourfelvea. 
W i t h a manly, a magnanimous fuperiorry 
o f mind, truly heroic, Johnfon wagnl cier- 
iv«l war with the literary prr judice* of his 
tim e, fearlefa of blame, and indifferent to 
praife, which he could baldly e x p ' A ; nor 
could the authority of any name, however 
refpeAable tor talent, or elevated by birth, 
itre tn the objr A , where faulty, from the 
penetrating (bafta of hi* wit, whether in ex- 
prrffiuns, aiAion, or fentiment, 
and much 
left in truth, either as conneArd with morals 
or literature. 
A writer too, earned like him 
to inculcate the precepts he taught, and 
al­ 
ways didl A i c , difregarded the ulual defer­ 
ence paid to the opinions or p a e o n s of his 
readers *, and he waa equally difdaintu! of 
courting, aa he was of flattering either. 
The 
fuperiority of bit mind was too much felt in 
all bit writings, to afford pleafure to readers 
©f faftidioss delicacy,whofe fell love had bern 
pampered by author! who went before hun. 
A s he did not write to the ignorant, ha made 


f a r e fuffrage of the learned, till time fbould 
have made his language familiar to all d a l l ­ 
es ; aud to all this mull be added the pre 
judice! railed agami! him as a party writer, 
inevitable to every man who ventures hts 
fame on the troubled ocean of p olitics. 
It it from caules like their, weak in their 
commencement, that tht tongues and pen* 
o f mail have bren infrAed with the poilou 
o f vipers, and philofopby, from being an af- 
fuiger, has been prrecrted into aa influs-r 
o f the paffions. 
T o conclude, Johnfon was 
horn with an underfunding that peculiarly 
fitted him for the great teacher o f msrkind 
in the ab O riA , as Addifon was in the detail j 
bis Outlies, ard intenfe labour of thought, 
uailt&cd him fur uniter Tai i n t u i t o , whither

T o fpread a talle for booki a- 
flDong the middle ranki of life, and gire the 
other fejc an opportanity o f mingling in lite­ 
rary difcourfe ; to infufe a praAical morality 
into all dcfcriptiona and anderftandingi of 
m en, in a ftyle ** familiar, but not coarfe, 
•n d elegant, but not oftentatiooi** waa the 
glory of A diifon. 
Hence he juftly became

tion of foreigners, and an cbjcA of univerfal 
refpe^k and gratitude for fucceeding agea. 


jAhnCon, whofe m inneri were as ungra- 
cioufe as hii foul was lofty, whofe mind was 
tinAured with a conAituttonal melancholy^ 
the effeA of hereditary difeafe, waa not con- 
fttxated by nature to fucceed as a mere pleaf* 
ing moraltft ; the terrific conftru^ion of bit 
pervei 
gWing to his underftanding a mod 
irritable and rigid tone. 
H e found our flyle 
fuch aa has been defcribed, when it appeared 
to have reached the fummit of perf^rAion, 
from every decoration which the united aid 
of poetry and profe cavld bellow npon it.-«. 
H e, however, feems to have ihoogHt other, 
wife, and to have confidered our idiom and 
phrafeology at too loofe and und^ined ; and 
exaAnefs, tenaciom like hit, folight a more 
nervoui energy, to give it the perfeAion of 
which he deemed it capable. 
UidaAic mo> 
rality, like his, demanded, he conceived| a 
more technical expreCBon, and having made 
the etymology of words his particular ftudy, 
be was refolved to fence hit ftyle both againft 
the iuA uations of falhion and the tnnova* 
tions of time, and, by a more fcientific ufe of 
language, to leave a (landard of bis mother 
tongue in perpetuity to his nation. 
Hence 
th at part of the public 
not qualifird to ap­ 
preciate his merits, always the largeft portion 
in every commonity, gave to bis diAion the 
epiihets of harih, elaborate, and pedantic« 
■nd Co his periods, thofe o f inAated, pompous, 
tn d affeAe*d) w hin a better acquaintance 
w ith the improvcmentt of which our ftyle 
was fufceptiblc» might have taught them 
th a t w hat is technical is not necefTarily pe­ 
dantic, nor that which is nervous and point­ 
ed, elaborate; )\»(k as little as th at which 
moves with dignified and me »fared pace is 
Inflated and pompous* or that foleninity is 
afTeAaiion. 
I t muft be allowed that John- 
fon, like Milton, if really he had the power, 
which may be juiliy qoeftioned, nrver praAif- 
cd the art of giving Itrace to trifles, though 
no man« ancient or modern, pofTefred the ta- 
lenta like him« of extriAVng moraliiy from 
every incident of life» and every appearance 
in nature* 
Me feemed to delight more in 
ratiucination, than fenfation— to trace the 
grow th of re 4fop, than th^ progrefi of paf- 
fion. 
Hence he preferred ftrength of argu­ 
m ent to the perfuafiTts of fentiment : but it 
is to be feared that a more powerful incentive 
to cenfure and which more frequently per­ 
verts the judg^'ment than ia willingly allow­ 
ed, an incentive which lies deep in human 
nature, had its fliare with the opponents of 
Johnfqn* 
There is a malignity in the mind 
o f man, which gathers ftrength from grey 
hairs, which kindles into a bU c: of acrimony 
when inveterate prejudices are attacked, and 
life wogld fooner be given up than p irt with 
them. 
H e , in whom long admiration has 
begat fondnefa, will be unwilling to be con­ 
vinced thiit his fondncfi and admiration has 
been fomatirnea mit'placed.

refpeitible for talent, or elevated by birth, 
icreen the objeA, where faulty, from the 
p tn etra tin g (h<«f(sof his wit, whether in ex 
preiEons« oiAion, or fentiment, and much 
lefs in truth, either ascoaneA ed with morsilt 
or literature. 
A writer too, earneft like him 
to inculcate the precepts he taught, and al 
w aysdidaA ic, difregarded the uiual defer 
cnee paid to tbe opiniona or p»ffions of hi 
re a d e rs} and he was equally diCdainful o 
courting» aa be waa of fl4ttering either. 
The 
fnperioricy of bit mind was too much felt in 
all bia writinga* to afford pleafure to readers 
• f faftidiouidelicacy,whofe felf love had been 
pampered by authors who went before him 
A s he did not write to the ignorant, he made 
furefuflVage of 
learned, till time (bould 
liavt made hii U iff uage fanuliar to all 
cs ; and to all this muU be added the prc- 
judicef raiCed agaiiUt him as a party writer, 
inevitable to every man who ventures bit 
fame on the troubled oce^ii of politics. 


It ia from caui’cs like thtCe* weak in their 
CommenccmcB:, that the tongues and pens 
• f man have been infcAed with the poilon 
ttf vipers, and fhilofophy, from being »n »f- 
fuiger, has been pfrtcrted into aa influa r 
©f the pafHons. 
T o conclude, Johnlon was 
born with an under ft .incling that peculiarly 
fitted him fo rth e great teacher of mankind 
in the abftraA, »s Addifon was in the detail j 


on liff, on Bianaert, or compoCtien, and he 
exrrcifid it with all the fpirit ar*d acute re- 
fearch of Ariftbtle, and i(ith an eloquence 
fuperfor, in fnblimity and perfpicutty to Lon­ 
ginus. 
Happily for Addifon and himfelf, 
they lived^to fee their refpeAtve ityles iutiut* 
ed, th&ugh in a fuperior degree by the con- 
temporariea of the latter, whofe manner was 
caught by the fofter, with a facility fcarcely 
inferior to the other fex. 
Addifon fcarcely 
lived to fee one Lady W ortley, Johnfon to 
enj iy the happineft of the fociety of m^ny. 
But his diAion now has become incorporated 
into our language, and forms our colloquial 
fp^ech, and they who attack it with moll 
effeA. forget the armory whence they bar- 
rowed their weapons. 
In a difcrimination 
of this kind, it would be nncandid to omit 
the panegyric which thebrighteft genius of 
a neighbouring nation beftowed .upon the 
eloqutnce of Jobnfon's parliamentary fpeeck- 
ea, at they were given by him in the gentle­ 
man's M a g a sin e o f that period, when the 
author, living in a garret» wat unknown even 
in hii own country— “ th at the eloquence of 
the Britifli Senate rivalled the pureft of 
Greece, in its moft illuftriout days.** 
But 
both ta th o rt have gone to the audit o f their 
accounts, where their real merits have been 
weighed in the fcalet of eternal juilice« and 
\^>at excited the cavils of their fellow-uior- 
tals, is as duft in the balance.

Jnhnfon, whofe manner* wert as ungra­ 
cious ac his foul wa* lofty, whofe mind wa* 
tinctured with a conflitutional melancholy, 
the eflfeA of hereditary difesfe, was not con- 
ftitutcd by nature to fucceed as a mere pleaf- 
ing moralift ; the terrific conriru£lion of hi* 
nerve* 
givin g to his undemanding a moil 
irritable and rigid tone* 
He found our flyle 
fuch as has been d e fe rre d , when it appeared 
to have reached the fummit of perfection, 
from every decoration which the united aid 
o f poetry and profe could bellow upon it— 
H e, however, feeni* to have thought other- 
w ift, and to have confidertd our idiom and 
phrafcotogy ai too loofe and undefined ; and 
e x iA n r fs , tenacious like his, fought a more 
nervous energy, to give it the perf<&ion of 
which he deemed it capable. 
Didactic mo­ 
rality, like his, demanded, ha conceived, a 
more technical expretton, and having made 
the etymology of words hts particultr fludy, 
he was refolvrd to fence his flyle both againri 
the floAuations of Cathion and the innova­ 
tions of time, and, by a mort fcicntific ufe of 
language, to leave a dsndard of his mother 
tongue in perpetuity to hi* nation. 
Hence 
that part of the public 
not qualified to ap­

epithet* of barth, elaborate, and pedantic, 
and to hi* period*, thofe of inflated, pompous,

dantic, nor that which is nervous and point­

fon, like Milton, if really he had the power, 
which may be jollly queilionrd. never praflif* 
cd the art of giving grace to trifles, though 
no m in , ancient or modem, p ouffed the ta ­ 
lent! like him, of extracting morality from 
every incident of life, and every appearance 
in nature. 
H e Teemed to delight more in 
ratiocination, than fcnfation — to trace the 
growth of rtafoo, than the progref* of psf* 
lion. 
Hence he preferred drength of argu­ 
ment to the peifuauvvs of fentiinent : but it 
is to be feared that a more powerful incentive 
to cenfure and which more 
frequently per­ 
verts the judgement than is willingly allow­ 
ed, an incentive which lies deep in human 
nature, had it* (hare with the opponent* nf 
Johnfon. 
There it a malignity in the mind 
o f man, which gather* drength from 
grey 
hairs, which kindles into a bliss of acrimony 
when inveterate prejudices sre attacked, and 
life woald Cooner be given up than part with 
them. 
H e , in whom long admiration ha* 
begat fandnefs, will be unwilling to be con­ 
vinced that bis fondnrfs and admiration ha* 
been fomatimes nnl'placrd.

refpe&able tor talent, or elevated by birth. 
Screen the objr{\, where faulty, from the 
penetrating (hafts of hi* wit, whether in r a ­ 
per (lions, didlton, or fentiment, and much 
lef* in truth, either as conne&rd with moral* 
or literature. 
A writer too, earned like him 
to inculcate the precepts be taught, and 
ll- 
way* didafYic, disregarded the uiuat deler- 
ence paid to the opinions or pythons of his 
readers ; aud he was equally disdainful of 
courting, aa he was of fettering either. 
The 
fuperiority of bis mind was too much felt in 
all his writings, to afford pleafure to readers 
o f fadidious delicacy,whofe felf love bad been 
pampered by authora wbo went before hun. 
A s he did not write to the ignoiant, he made 
fare fuffrage of the learned, till time ftiould 
have made his language familiar to all d a ft 
es ; and to all this mud be added the pre­ 
judice* raifed agami* bim as a party writer, 
inevitable to every man who venture* bis 
fame on the troubled ocean of politics. 
It is fioni caules like theft* weak in their 
commencement, that tht tongue* and pm* 
of man have been infr&ed with the poi Con 
of vipers, and philosophy, from being an • f- 
fu iger, has been perverted into aa intl user 
o f the pattern*. 
T o conclude, Johnfon was 
horn with an underfunding that peculiarly 
fitted him for the great teacher of mankind 
in the lb flrafl, a* Addifon was in the detail ; 
his Nudies, ard intense labour of thought, 
uuilificd him for waive ifs! t m u i f t i , whether 


effeft. forget the armory whence they har­ 
rowed their weapons. 
In a difcrimination 
of this kind, it would be unctndid to omit 
the panegyric which the brighten genius of 
a neighbouring nation bedewed upon the 
eloqutnce of Johnfon*! parliamentary fpeecb- 
es, as they were given by him in the gentle­ 
man's Magasine o f that period, 
when the 
author, living in a garret, was unknown even 
in hit own country— “ that the eloquence of 
the Britifh 
Senate rivalled the pared 
of 
Greece, in its mod illuOrious day*.** 
But 
both authors hive gone to the audit o f their 
accounts, where their real merits have been 
weighed in the fcales of eternal judice, and 
si*.at excited the cavils of their fcllow-mor- 
tall, is as dud in the balance.

and grape (hot, which hulled us, cut

many places— at this 
time the moon was fitting, and it becoming 
dark and cloudy, made fail before the wind 
and got clear of them. 
T h ey fired from 40 
to 50 (hot at us, and I have no doubt but 
they fuppofed they funk us-— W e picked ap 
off our decks a number of the grape (hot 
fired at us. 
I fuppofe the above piratical brig to be 
about 1 So or 200 tons burthen, British built, 
completely fitted for a Guineaman, and fuf-

Resolved, T h at it be recommended to the 
good people of thia State, to obferve Thurf< 
day, the twenty-eight day of November in- 
ftant, as a day of public Thankfgiving tn<

to the giver of every good tnd perfeA gift 
that while the nations o f the earth have been 
convulfed by wars and violence, have been 
plundered snd opprrfTcd by the cupidity ant

cities with peftilence, yet divine mercy has 
ftayed the hand of the dsftroyer, and has not 
fuffered the people to be deilroyed utterly 
That though he has witholden hit rain in the 
ufual abundance, yet the fig-tree hat bloiTom 
ed,and fruit bat been in the vine ;the labor o\ 
the olive has not failed, and the fields have 
yielded m eat} the flocks are not cut off from 
the fold, tnd there are herds in the ftalls :
